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13 killed, 4 injufred 
in bus-truck collision 
on Amman- Aqaba road

AMMAN — Thirteen people, most of them 
students, were killed and four injured on 
Friday in a tragic head-on collision between a 
schoolbus and a tanker-tmek near Jatraneh 
on the main Axnman-Aqaba road about 80 
kilometres south of Amman. 


The Public Security Dep- 
artment (PSD) said the victims 
were immediately rushed to 
Karak government bo^iital for' 
treatment and the dead were tra- 
nsferred to AI Bashir Hospital in 
Amman.. 

The aeddent occurred when the 
bus. carrying 16 passengers and 
heading forPetra on a sdiool exc- 
ursion trm. wFcmly overtook ano- 
ther v^cle. The tanker-truck, 
carrying Kuwmti licence plates, 
was coming towards Amman, and 


the collisioa occurred when the 
busdriver could not control his. 
vdiide. a police report said. 

The busdriver tried evade the 
accident by tummg to the left as he 
could not stop the bus, ^ch was 
going at a high-speed, but the tru- 
ck^ver also turned in the same 
direction and the result was the 
collisioa. the report added. 

Describing the aeddent. Issa 
Hanna, one of tiie four who sur- 
vived the aeddent said that he 
and his colleagues were singing 


when the accident occurred, “We 
felt a su^en shock in the bus but 
could not tell sriiat was the cause.’* 
Hanna sai± **Then I saw my fti- 
ends scattered all around lying in 
pools of blood and I jumped out of 
the bus. 1 found one of my friends 
was still alive and we tried to res- 
cue die others before the amb- 
ulances arrived.” 

All the four who survived the 
tragedy were sitting in -the ba^ 
kseat of the bus and found, foeir 
way out through the rear windows. 
Issa. added. 

He blamed overspeeding and 
wrong overtaking for the collisioa. 

Several citizens in Karak rushed 
to die hospital and ofi^d blood 
for trans^bn to the injured. 

The driver of the bus was among 
the dead. 

The bus belonged to the Sev- 
enth C^y Adventist Secondary 
School in Amman. The dead stu- 
dents were in the age group of 
14-18. 


Egypt rejects Libyan charge 
that it is planning an attack 


CAIRO (Agencies) Egypt on 
Friday rejected Libyan charges 
that it was plaiming an attack on 
Libya and said the charges were 
“purely propaganda:’* 

In Brussels. Egyptian Forei^ 
Minister Esmat Abdul Megidd 
said Egypt had stepped up security 
on its border with Libya but den- 
ied the Libyan allegations that it 
was planning an attack. 

Mr. Abdul Meguid told a news 
conference that Cairo took the 
measures after it established links 
between Libya and the hijackers 
of an Egyptian airliner to Malta 
last weekend. 

“We took our precautions in 
view of the seriousness of the sit- 
uation after the hijack, whidi is 
dangerous.” Mr. Abdul Meguid 
said Friday. 

He added that the move was 
defensive and Cairo had no agg- 
ressive intentions towards Libya. 

Mr. Abdul Meguid said Egypt 
was collectmg evidence of Libjran 
involvement in the hijacking 
Miidi would be made public as 
soon as all of it had been gathered 

“We do not accept their int- 
erference. Egypt will resist ter- 
rorism by all means.”' he said. 

Earlier on Friday. E^tian mil- 
itary sources said ul^aa and 
Egj^tian troops were massed on . 
their comroon border but denied 
any intention on Cairo’s part to 
attack in retaliation for the hijack. 

An Egyptian Foreign Ministry 
source on Frid^ dbmissed the. 
Libyan charge as “purely pro- 


paganda.” and security sources 
said the army was redudng the 
levd of readmess among troops 
'illcmg the frontier now that the 
hija^ai^ was over. 

“HUbya is trying to provoke 
Egypt, but Egypt won’t be the first 
to attack,” the Foreign Mniistry 
source told the AT. 

•The official Libyan news ^eni^ 
JANA, in a dispatch monitored in 
Cairo, claimed the Egyptians pla- 
nned to justify the attack by cla- 
iming that Libya was plotting an 
air raid. 

“Reliable sources have said that 
the Egyptian regime is prqiaring 
its forces, massed along Libya's 
borders, to launch a military att- 
ack on the Arab Libyan pMple 
after mobUising the E^tian 
people and misleadmg them into 
believing the Egyptian army is 
checking aggression from Ubya.'* 
the agency daimed 

Sources told Reuter Egypt, bef- 
ore deciding its next move, was 
awaiting the outcome of inv-* 
est^tions into the hijack of an 
Egypiair Boeing 737 to Malta last 
Saturday ^idi ended witii 59 
deaths ^ter Egyptian commandos 
stormed the plue. 

President Hosni Mubarak has 
said Egypt suspects Libya of being 
behind foe hijack. Army and air 
force units in areas adjoining 
Libya have been on alert since the 
hijack, but Mubaxak has ruled 

;Out war with Egypt's western nei- 
^bour. 

Asked on Tuesday if he was 


considering the ‘military option.' 
Mr. Mubarak said : “ We never call 
for war but we call for peace and if 
we ever have .to go to war.,jt is 
lie^use'we want to 
a decision to go to war is not any 
easy decision.” 

Libya has deni^ involvement 
in last week’s hijack and cha- 
llenged Egypt to ^ve evidence. 

The Middle East News Agen^. 
meanwhile, quoted Interior Min- 
ister Ahmad Rnshdy as saying on 
Friday that Maltese authorities 
were prq>ared to hand over a 
young Arab indoitified as foe sole 
survivipg hijacker. 

Maltese authorities identified 
him as Omar Marzouki, who was 
carrying aTunisian pasqx>rt. Mal- 
tese government spokesman Paul 
Mi£s^ said Marzouki had been 
identified by several former hos- 
tages as foe leader of the hijackers 
although be has not been charged. 

Mr. Rushdy was quoted as say- 
ing there were contacts between' 
Egyptian and Maltese authorities 
to ensure ^^Izouk^s safety while 
be remains in a Valletta hospital 
recovering from injuries suffered 
in foe commando attack. Mr. 
Rushdy also said Egypt was inc-

flights as well as for all airlines 
serving Cairo airport.

U.S. to expel 
4 Ghanaians 
in retaliatory 
measure 

WASHINGTON (R) —The Uni- 
ted States said on Friday it had 
ordered the expulsion from Was- 
h ington of four Ghanaian embassy 
staffers in retaliation for what it 
called an unwarranted decision by 
Ghana to expel four U.S. dip- 
lomats. 

A U-.S. State Department spo- 
keswomr i told Reuters foe Cha- 
■naian embassy had been given 48 
hours to carry out the eiqpulsions. 
foe same time given foe Ame- 
ricans by Ghana. 

She said foe United States also 
had decided to review, and pos- 
sibly terminat'e. U..S. aid to 
Ghana, which amounted to SIS.J 
million this year. 

The Ghanaian government inf- 
ormed U.S. ambassador to Ghana 
Robert Fritz on Thursday of its 
decision to expel the four Ame- 
rican diplomats, who were acc- 
used by the official news media of 
spying for the Central Intelligence 
Agen^ (CIA).

BEIRUT (Agendes) — Lebanese 
commandos said they attacked 
Israeli troops and militia allies in 
South Lebanon on Frids^ as Isr- 
aeli w^Ianes shook Beirut with 
nerve- jangling sonic Ixxims for 
the third day. 

The action came as a partial str- 
ike organised Sunm Muslims 
was staged in west BeiruL to pro- 
test street battles between Shfite 
Amal and Progressive Socialist- 
Far^ (f^F) gunmen last week.' 
Police said 68 people, mainly civ^ 
ilians. were killed. 

The Amal militia sud its men* 
hit a position manned Israelis 
and the mainly Christian South 
Lebanon Army (SLA) at Alman, 
southeast of foe SLA stronghold, 
of Marjayoun. and destroyed a

Amal sources in the south told 
foe' AP their men attacked with 
rocket-propelled grenades and 
automatic we^(^. but gave no 
repon of casumties.

“The situation for the Arab 
pcqHilation in occupied Arab ter- 
ritories continues to worsen as a 
result of repressive measures 
taken by foe occupying aut- 
horities, who take away public lib- 
erties and fundamental rights, 
obstruct civilian activities and pra- 
ctice a systematic policy of ban- 
ishmenusodal uprooting and des- 
truction of foe national economy 
in order to force Palestinians into 
exile.”

“To place the PLO on an equal 
footing with other participants in 
the conflict is mdispensahleto any 
effort, debate or conference org- 
anised with foe aim of finding a 
solution to foe Middle East pro- 
blem.” he said.

PA RIS (AP) — King Ha.«an II of . 
Morocco, ending a three-day off- 
idal visit to Paris on Friday, said 
he will attend for the first time the 
annual Fran co-Arab summit 

in Deceml'ier.

I think 
Morocco, even as an observer, 
ought to partic^ate. It can only lie 
for foe g(X)d." King Ha.ssan .said 
after his .second and final private 
meeting with President Francois 
Mitterrand at the Elysee Palace. 

Besides the summit. Kkig Has- 
san and Mr. Mitterrand discu.s.sed 
the situation in Chad and the Mid- 
dle East during (heir meetinipi as - 
well as immigration, an important 
Issue for France before the March 
legislative election.s. 

During a dinner toast on Wed- 
nesday ni^t, the King called on 
France to instigate a Middle East 
dialogue, saying talks were long 
overdue and France was iiest pla- 
ced to spur them on. 

France has .said it Ls available to 
help resolve the Middle ^st cri- 
.sLs, !xit has given no :f>ecific res- 
ponse to King Hassan's call. 

Addressing President Mit- 
terrand during the toast, Kir^ 
Has.san said: “I say, as an Arab 
head of .state, we are counting on 
you and on France, and I know 
that when foe moment comes nei- 
ther you nor the French people 


will shirk your responsibility.” 

The ^^roccan sovereign str- 
essed foe ne^ for dialogue to res- 
olve the Middle Ea.st conflict. 
“Violence will solve nothing,” he 
said. 

On Monday. King Ha.ssan app- 
e:ired to offer an invitation for 
public talks with Israeli Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres, which the 
Israeli leader immediately- acc- 
epted. But on Tuesday. King Has- 
san said he had been “mis- 
interpreted. On Wednesday, his 
government said in a communique 
that the king had neither directly 
nor indirect^ made such an offer. 

Namingfoe four other members 
of foe U.N. Security Council. King 
Has.s.'in said on Wednesday that 
foe United States was “too eng- 
aged in foe conflict” to play foe 
role of intermediary; Britain has 
bad a “less than courteous att- 
itude” towards a Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation foat could 
evemu^iy take part in an int- 
ernational conference; the .Soviet 
Union has not yet renewed dip- 
lomatic ties with Israel; and 
China, while interested, has not 
played un active role in foe rtit- 
uution. 

“There remains -only France, 
whidi has .shown itself foe most 
authoritative, the most leg- 
itimate....” King Hassan said.

Peres seeks ‘concessions’ 

In Israel. Prime Minister .Shi- 
mon Peres on Thursday called on 
Jordan to make more “con- 
cessions” on the issue of Pal- 
estinian representation in Middle 
Bust peace talks, foe As.sociated 
Press reported., 

Peres contended that Israel has 
“moved a Ihlle towards” Jordan 
by agreeing to an international 
forum for peace talks. 

The AP quoted the prime min- 
i.sier sLs siiying in a televised int- 
erview as calling on Jordan to 
come a little towards us regarding 
Palestinian representation.” 

Peres told the television that 
Israel would ne^tiate peace with 
S^ia “if foe Syr^s want to come 
and talk.” But he .said he did not 
see “Syria making pttace with us.” 
Lsrael hus agreed to Jordan’s 
demand for un international peace 
contoence with .stqierpower par- 
tic^ation on condition that foe 
Soviet Union restore d^lomatic 
ties with foe Jewish state. 

In an interview published in 
London this week. Eugene Pri- 
makov. a Soviet Middle East adv- 
isor who took part in foe Geneva 
talks, was quoted as saying, foat 
any effort to solve foe Mi^le East 
problem without foe participation 
of Moscow Is doomed to failure. 

In an interview with AI Haw- 
adess Lebanese weekly magaane. 
Mr. Primakov said: “Ndxray can 
exclude Moscow from foe political 
process in foe Middle East.” 

The Soviet official also rejected 
the “blackmail condiiioas” ann- 
ounced by. Israel for the Soviet 
Union's participation in the peace 
process.

French hostage ^ doing fine’ 


Arab journalists condemn 
Ir^’s aggression on Iraq 


BEIRUT (AF) — A Lebanese-born heart specialist 
said Eriday he has -visited ailing French hostage 
Michel Carton in captivity and reported the 62- 
year-old diplomat ‘‘is doing fine.” 


Dr. Razah Raad, has acted 
as -an envc^ for the French gov- 
emmeat in its efibm to frM four 
ki^sq:^)ed Freodimen. said ih a 
brief statonent before flying to 
Paris; “M. Carton U in good hea» 
1th. 

*‘I ssc9f him. He’s doing fine. Pm 
going to where PM be holding 

a news conference.” 

Dr. Raad gave no details about 
where or how he saw Carton, nor 
did he elaborate on Carton’s ill- 
ness. 

Carton was reported two weeks 
ago to be gravely ill The c^tive. 
the protocol officer at the Frencfi 
embassy in Beirut, has a history of 
heart trouble. 

Carton was kidnapped on 
March 22 wifo anothOT French 
diplomat. Marcel Fontaine, vice 
ccmsul at the Beirut embassy. 

Dr. Raad flew to Beirut with a 
French Foreign Ministry envoy. 
Pierre Blouin, a former amb- 
assador to Kuwait, on Nov. 20 


after a statem^t signed by Shfite 
Mu^inn Islamic JSiad, or Islamic 
Holy War. groups said one of the 
four Frendi captives was ailing. 

The statement did not 
die hostage, but stressed be was in 
“terrible physical concStion that 
cra:^ earunger his life.” 

Dr. Raad gave no inchcation 
about whether Frendi efforts to 
free the bost^es have advanced. 

The odier FVendi host^es are 
journalist Jean-Paul Kauffinaim. 
4Z and sdent^ researdier Mic- 
hel Seuret They were abducted 
on May 22 near Beirut airport. 

Islamic JDiad,- made up of 
ShTite fundanuotal^ loyal to

American hostages. It has said it

Israel may allow diplomats to speak 
with U.S. spy case investigators 


» TEL AVIV (AP) — Israel may 
.allow two diplomats recalled from 
the United States to return for 
questioning by American officials 
probing the case of a U.S. Navy 
analyst accused of spying for Isr- 
ael . a government source said Fri- 
da^ 

The source who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity told the Ass- 
ociated Press that the d^Iomats 
would only be allowed to return if 
they kept their diplomatic imm- 
uniQr. The immunity would shield 
them from answering questions 
detrimental to Israeli security int- 
erests. 

A final decision on whether the 
diplomats would be allowed to 
talk with U.S. investigators was 
expeaed to be taken by Prime 
Minister SUmon Peres. Fore^ 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir and Def- 
ence Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 
v> They' have been meeting daQy on 
the oontrovetsy. . 

Israeli media said FBI agents 
.would be allowed to talk wi& the 
d^lomats in Israel. 

Israeli sources have identified 
the two diplomats as Yosef Yagur. 
the science attache at the 
consulate-general in New York, 
and Ilan Ravid. deputy science 
attadie in the Washington. D.C., 


embassy. 

Israel E^dio said Peres has sent 
a message to U.S. Secretary of 
State G^ige Shultz expressing 
Israel's willfogne^ to return wha- 
tever documents it can find which 
were bought from Pollard. 

An Israeli official denied to 
reporters that Peres sent a letter 
but refused to rule out any com- 
munication between the premier 
and U.S. officials on the subject. 

‘‘We said from the beginning we 
are ready to cooperate with the 
United States, ana 1 won’t ^ into, 
wfaetiier there have been dip- 
lomaiic exdianges between us and 
the United States.” tbe Israeli off- 
icial said. 

“We are aware of the ser- 
iousness of the entire matter and 
that’s why we are having a tho- 
n^u^ examination of it” said the 
official. 

He refused to say when the inv- 
estigation would be completed but 
said it would be “reported bet- 
ween the two governments and 
iwtpublicly.’’ . 

The government’s Foreign Aff- 
airs and Security Committee rej- 
ecttxi American demands that the 
two diplomats be sent back to 
Washia$toa for questioning, rep- 
orted the daily Davar which is all- 


.ied with Prime Minister Shimon- 
Peres' Labour Party. 

Davar reported' that Israel 
would convey to the Americans 
over the weekend additional inf- 
ormation concerning its inv- 
estigation of the case. 

Israeli new^pers repo.rted 
that American om^s were angry ' 
at what tb^ viewed as lack of Isr- 
aeli cooperation in the case. That 
was the messi^e apparently con- 
veyed by State Department off- 
icial Midael Armacost when he 
summoned Israeli Ambassador 
Meir Roseime for a meeting Wed- 
nesday. 

Peres and other Israeli leaders 
said they caught ooaq)Ietely 
by surorise when POllard was arr- 
ested last week and had not krK^ 
an 3 rtbing about his activities. 

The New York Times reported 
that an international examination 
has found that Pollard was wor- 
•Jmg as an mteltigence operative 
a secretive “Israeli cou- ■ 
nterterrorism bureau.” 

The newspaper quoted a highly 
placed Israeli source as saying Al- 
lard was recruited a senior Isr- 
aeli official who ran an espionage 
service without the knowledge of 
his superiors or the country's iat- i 
elfigence services. I

refugee resettlement agencies 
implicated in the smuggling of 
Ethiopian Jews (Falasha.s) from 
Sudan to Israel from 1981 to 
1984. official sources have said. 

They are the Geneva-based' 
Intergovernmental Committee on 
\ Migration (ICM) and the U.S.- 


Ixtsed Joint Voluntary Agency 
(JVA) and International Catholic 
Migration Commission (ICMQ. 
the sources said. 

Attorney-General Omar Abdul 
Ati issued the expulsion order, hut 

a member of JVA s&id the org- 
anisation had not yet received not- 
ice and did not know when it 
would have to leave. 


Sudan suspended the activities 
of ICM and all refugee res- 
ettlement through the office of the 
United Nations High Commission 
for Refugees (UNfICR) in Kha- 
rtoumsome 10 days ago pending a 
review of resettlement policy. 

ICM is the main agency coo- 
rdinating resettlement of Eth- 
iopian and Eritrean refugees in 
North America and Europe.

BRUSSELS ( AP) — Pby^ tor- 
turo politick prisoners in Iran is 
wideqirrad. and more than 1.000 
people have been executed tiiere 
m toe past two years. ' a human 
ri^ts groiq) has chai;ged. 

m a report to tbe Etuppean Par- 
liament, Amnesty International 
said it had interviewed many for- 
mer Iranian prisoDers, some of 
whom said to^ had beat tortured 
or forced to watch executions of 
relatives or friends. 

Amnesty International, rtoich. 
canqiaigDS against detention of 
politick prisoners and abuses of 
human rights, said Thursday var- 
ious forms of torture have been 
used against Iranian prisoners, 
indudii^ buratog by electricity 
and ttii$piDgs writo steel cables. 

The grwp said it had recorded 
'.661 executions in Iran in 1984and 
•399,'tbrou^ October of this year. 
It aliped, however, that toe actual 
total is higher, saying many exe- 
cutions are beljev^ to be carried 
out in secret. 

In its report Amnesty Int- 
ernational called On tbe 10 mem- 
ber countries of toe Enropean 
Economic Community to help 
pressure Irait into stopping the 
■ Tq)ort^ abuses. It asked toe EC 
’ to prevent exports to Iran of equ-. 
pment toat could be used for tor- 
ture. 

^Theie are thousands of pol- 
iticaJ prisoners in Iran, and pol- 
itical arrests are oontmuing.” inc- 
luding impriwoed members of the , 
Baha'i religious sect and political | 
nposition groips such as toe 
mple’s Fe^an Organisation, 
toe Tudeh Party and the People's 
Mojahedin Organisation, the 
gro^ said.

to^ try to execute any foolish att-

said in a communique cm Thu- 
rsday.

IRNA, had reported Rev- 
olutkmaty Guards Mtoister Moh- 
sen Rafiq-Dust as sa^g that “in 
the near future an extensive off- 
ensive will lie launched hy toe Lsl.* 
amic (Iranian) oomhatants...” 

Iraq and Iran have bera at war 
for more than five years. 

Iraq also said Thursday that its 
air torce had attadeed Iran's 
t&arg Island oil e;^rt tenninai 
for 44to time since md-AugusL 

The Revolutionary Guards 
head was ^leaking at R^t Qty in 
northern Iran dining ceremonies 
for the “Bassej” paramflitary 
youth volunteer or^anisatioa. 

Iraqi Etefence Minis ter General 
Adnan Kfaeirullah said four 
ago Iran 'was planning a massive 
“human wave’" assault to gain new 
ground. 

Gen. iOieinillah. vtiio is also 
deputy o6mmander-m-efaief of 
Iraq’s armed forces, said Iraqi tro- 
ops werexm alert in all sectors of 
the 1 .1 80 kilometre front. 

Military experts said in Bag- 
hdad 1 0 days Iraq was brac^ 

for another btg Iranian ground 
offensive as artillery and air aa- 
acks in the Gulf war escalated. 

They said tension was high all, 
aioi^ the battlefront but Iraq was' 
part^larly concerned Iran was , 
massing troops in the central 
Misan area south east of Baghdad. 

They said Iraq had rushed tanks 
to tbe area after receiving reports 
of Iranian troop concentrations 
there. 

After a three-day lull. Iraq on 
Tbursdw resumed its raids on 
Iran’s FQiarg Island oil terminal, 
and a milhary spokesman said the 
attack was aon^ at stripping tbe 
Tdiran government of toe oil rev- 
enues with utokh it financed con- 


tinuation of toe war. 

The spokesman, reading ^ a 
communique on toe state radio, 
said fOraig was raided at 11:47 
a.m. (0847 GMT). • 

The raiding planes “fiercely, 
pounded toe l^atg focilities arKf> 
returned safely.” said toe roo- 
ke sman who was not identined 
under s tanding regulations. 

The air attack on Kharg. the 
44to since mid-August' and toe 
first since Sunday, was laundied to 
“str^ the enemy of its means of 
aggression.”' the spok^man said, 
and pledged toat Iraq will niai- 
ntain such attadts until Iran acc- 
qited a peace settlement to the 
S-year-old Gulf war.

zone, to wreck Iran's. economy 
- and shatter toe financial resources 
on. toe- Iranian war effort. 

Iraq escalated toe blockade on 
Ai^. 1 S to almost daily air and 
naval attacks against Khaig and 
ptoer smaller Iranian oO Outlets in 
the north eastern seaor of the 
Gulf waterway. 

Iran has rejected a series of bids- 
by toe Unitcu Nations, toe Org- 
anisation Islamic Conference 
and the Non-Aligned Movement 
to negotiate a peaceful settlement 
to its conflict with Iraq. 

Kharg accounts for 90 per cent . 
of Iron’s oil exports. 

Some of toe Iraqi air raids on 
Kharg have inflicted extensive 
damage on the terminal's fac-. 
•Hides. 

However, aside from sporadic 
shutoffi, toe Iranians have been 
able to keep toeir oil eroort flows 
at average daily rates cfose to 1 .8 
million barrels. 

Repair work has enabled them 
to k^ at least two of 1 4 berths on 
the island operational. Earlier thk 
.week, oil industry executives said 
'toe Iranians were repoTting that 
to^ now had four Mrths ope- 
rating. 


RABAT (J.T.) - The Arab Jou- 
rnalists Federation (AFJ) con- 
cluded meetings in Tunis by end-

'thickness'of around one metre. 
Once in p.iace, cooq)lete wifo foe 
.landscaping- and foe diadar, over 
■whidb foe water mil pour as a' 
bright fb^y sheet catching and 
'throwing ba^ foe light, this scu- 
[ Iptnfe with its monumental yet sat- 
isfying proportions will surely 
;leave a lasting in^ct on all who 
see it It is hoped that the project, 
will be completed by June 1986.

Kana’an condemns Israeli 
policy to evict Palestinians 

Minister describes malpractices in occupied territories as U.N. 
marks Day of Solidarity with Palestinians 


AMNIAN (Petra) — Friday marked the Day of Sol- 
idarity with the Palesdnian people and on the occ- 
asion Mii^ter of Occupi^ Territories Affairs 
Taher Kana’an said that this year’s anniversai^ falls 
at a time when Israel is continuing to pursue its drive 
to evict the remaining Palestinian people from their 
homeland. 


In a meMiuge Issued ycsieiday. 
the minister said foe United Nat- 
ions General .Assembly culled on 
world governments in 1977 lo 
observe a day for solidarity with 
the Pulestinion people in man- 
ifestation of foe international 
community's sympathy with and 
support for foe Palestinian people 
siill suffering under Israeli rule. 
This decision wus taken to ree- 
mphasise the existence and rights 
of the Paiestinum people to self- 
determination and freedom, foe 
minister said. Bui. he added, as 
the world continues to show its sol- 
idarity. Jordan has been sharing 
the Palestintan irugedy and h:^ 
been showing its total support for 
and extending assistance to the 
Palestinian p^le in a genuine 
display of solidarity in word and 
de^. 

In his message on the occasion. 
Dr. Kann'an said that Jordan str- 
ives to reveal to the whole world 
the deierioraiing conditions of the 
Palestinian people under Israeli 
rule over foe past 1 8 jtears of occ- 
upation. “Israel has not only occ- 
upied Arab territories, hut since 
i 967 it has l-ieen intent on carrying 
out systematic measures designed 
to change iLs character and to Jud- 
aise the Arab lands hy evicting the 
Arab people from Ailesiine and 


depriving them of then- basic 
rights." Dr. Kana'un said. For- 
emost among- those affected hy 
these measures, he continued, are 
foe residents of the refugee camps, 
many of whom have been forced 
to uhandon their homes and who 
have finully I^een evicted from 
thcii territory. 

In its drive to help foe Pal- 
estinians. Jordan has adopted u 
policy under which Palestinians 
and Jordanians are treated alike 
and at all le\-els. he said, pointing 
out that Jordan maintains open 
bridges with the West Bunk to 
help~ the Palestinian people to 
move and to find work on Ix'th 
sides of the River Jordan. Jordan 
also purchases industrial and agr- 
icultural products from foe occ- 
upied Arab terriiories. foe min- 
ister continued. He added that 
Jorduniuns and Palestinians have 
>>een living as one family and. tog- 
ether they have licen sharing e\'e- 
rvihinu.

THE anniversar)r of the ‘ Day of Solidarity with the Palestinian Peo- 
ple’ this year coincides with an intensification of Israeli efforts to 
prevent CHuce from coming to our area and prevent any return of the 
rights or the Palestinian people.

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Debate over Europe’s future coming to a head

BRUSSELS — A Europear 
• Community summit next week 
will bring to a head a tough debate 
on whether the bloc should foi^e a 
closer federal identity or continue 
'fo develop as a loose group of 
like-minded states with strong 
economic links. 

But community diplomats and 
officials say the cards are already 
stacked against those who have 
been arguii^ since World War 11 
for a united states of Europe 
which could stand as the world's 
third superpower alongside Ame- 
rica and the Soviet Union. 

*'The sovereign state continues 
to thrive.” said one senior com- 
munity negotiator. “Even the 
most enthusiastic Europeans now 
realise there is little chance of 
submerging it in a united states of 
^Europe. 

The current del^ate over the 
.bloc's future was launched at its 
summit in Milan last June, which 


ordered an investigation into pos- 
sible treaty changes to come into 
.force before Spain and Portugal 
join next year, the first such exe- 
rcise since the group's founding 
treaty was signed in Rome in 
1957. 

Community diplomats say the 
Luxembourg summit on Dec- 
ember 2-3 isalso the last diance to 
get a deal before the group’s enl- 
.argement and a series of national 
elections. They say it took the 
community 28 years to open the 
debate formally and believe the 
opportunity for change may not 
come again for many yean. 

Starting with the French general 
election in March, a string of nat- 
ional polls is likely to divert ait- 
eniion from EC affairs and pre- 
vent national governments from 
making the' compromises nec- 
essary for consensu.s. a pre- 
condition for treaty change. 

The Milan decision, taken in the 
face of strong opposition from Bri- 
tain. Denmark and Greece — ull 
relative latecomers to the bloc 


(Britain and Denmark joined in 
1973. Greece in 1981) -washai-. 
led at the time as a breakthrough 
towards greater union. 

The three countries have par- 
ticipated fully in the talks so fat 
but remain sceptical about the 
need for a treaty change. They 
argue that the Treaty of Rome has 
adequate provbions to improve 
and streamline the workings of the 
community if the political will 
were there to implement them. 

It is not the first time that the 
community, created after World 
War II to help recondle Western 
Europe's warring nations and esi- 
uhlLsh strong links to counter what 
they saw as the Communist threat 
from &istem Europe, has toyed 
with the idea of greater politic«i] 
unity. 

The lust major push was in ti 
pl:m foi u treaty of European 
union, proposed earlier this dec- 
ade liy West German Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dicirich Genscher 
and then Italian Foreign .Minister 


Emilio Colomlx). 

After two years of discussion, it 
finally ended as a vaguely worded 
and toothless “solemn dec- 
laration" Issued at the com- 
munity's Stuttgart summit in June 
i 98.3. It simply pledged the bloc's 
10 member nations to work for 
greater union. 

Diplomats said that since the 
Milan summit, the most notable 
.result of extensive discussions 
between ministers and other sen- 
ior officials has l>een the refusal of 
larger state.s such a.s France and 
West Germany to concede any 
mciiningful power to .supra- 
national European institutions. 

This means, in effect, that they 
have joined Britain. Denmark and 
Greece in opposing major change. 

Proposals to strengthen central 
lK>dies of European integration 
like the directly-elected European 
Parlhimcm and the European 
Commission, the group'.s exe- 
cutive. have pnictically foundered 
on opposition from those states. 
i^plomaLs said. 


National governments, jealous 
of ceding prerogatives to the cen- 
tral institut'ions, are even pro- 
posing the creation of new parallel 
bodies to dilute the already strictly 
limited powers of the parliament 
and commission. 

NoK)ne is talking any longer of 
the need to scrap the so-called 
“Luxembourg compromise". 

U.sed by Bonn earlier this year 
to block a proposed cut in cereals 
prices. the“compromise" allows a 
nation to veto any decision after 
declaring it a matter of vital nat- 
ional interest. 

The commission has proposed 
inserting a clause in the treaty for 
the creation of a “Europe without 
frontiers*' by 1992. the target set 
by the Milan summit for com- 
pleting the Common Market 

But the proposal has fallen l>y 
the wayside after a chorus of den- 
unciations. Some charged it would 
allow the free circulation of ter- 
rorists and drugs: Others that it 
could bring rabies into protected 


islands such as Britain and Ire- 
land. or that it could not be enf- 
orced as long as uations retained 
their right to veto. 

They say the Treaty of Rome 
spoke of the abolition of obstacles 
to the freedom of movement of 
goods, persons and services within 
a maximum of, 14 years, but the 
goal remains a dream 28 years 
later, even though much else has 
been achieved. 

Diplomats said that the biggest 
slap in the face for the European 
federalists was France's decision 
to launch its Eureka drive for a 
European high-technology rev- 
olution outside the framework of 
the community.

Malta assault set to 
improve U.S.-Egypt ties

WASHINGTON — Egypt's ass- 
ault that ended the Malta hijack, 
bloody though it was. will pro- 
bably cement a marked imp- 
rovement In relations with the 
United .States, which were dam- 
aged by American force-landing' 
of an Egyptian airliner involved 
the Achille Lauro affair. U.S. off- 
icials suy. 

Only last month Washington 
and Cairo exchanged bitter words 
when Egypt allowed Palestinian 
leader Mohammad Abbas and 
four guerrillas to leave Cairo after 
the hijacking of the Italian cruise 
ship. The United States accused 
Abbas of masterminding the raid. 

The interception liy U.S. planes 
of the Egyptian airliner carrying 
Abbas — ironically the same air- 
craft hijacked to Malta last Sat- 
urday ^equally infuriated Egypt. 

Washington has praised Egypt 
for storming the aircraft, despite 
the deaths of 59 people on hoaid. 

U.S. officials said Egypt had 
made diligent efforts to repair 
links with Washington since the 
Achille Lauro affair, in which an 
elderly, wheelchair-hound Arne- 
,j:ican was killed. 

“I have the feeling that the crisis 
in Malta has very much str- 
engthened our relations. Crises do 
that." one official said. 

The United States expressed 
sympathy for the difficult dec'ision 
Egypt and Malta made to end the 
hijacking and has resolutely ref- 
used to criticise the Egyptian 
commandos who made the ass- 
ault. 

The officials said Washington, 
particularly through its embassy in 
Cairo, was in constant touch with 
the Egyptian government thr- 
, oughout the crisis, which started 
when the Egyptair plane was hij- 
acked lO minutes afterit left Ath- 
eas. 

The Stare Department has said 
publicly it offered all appropriate 
assistance to both Egypt and 
Malta to end the crisis but has ref- 


used to specify what aid it had in 
mind. 

President Hosnt Mubarak, 
however, disclosed that the Uni- 
ted Stales, along with France and 
Britain, had offered troops trained 
to end hijacks. ' 

The officials would not discuss ' 
aid and refused comment on ' 
American press reports that U.S. 
military aircraft were alerted to 
intercept the plane if it took off 
from Malta. 

'* We hud mutuiil interests in this 

crisis and Egypt's tough action j 
reinforced those interests, even 
though it didn't go as well as we 
would have hoped." one official 
said. 

One American was killed liy the 
hijackers before the Egyptian ass- 
ault and two survived despite 
being shot. 

The officials said Egypt had 
worked hard to contain the long- 
term effects of the .Achille Luuro 
row despite the pulilic bitterness. 

They said that among the man- 
ifestutioas of that effort were 
Mubarak's talks with Palestine 
Liberation Orgunisation (PLO) 
chief Yasser Arafat in Cairo this 
month that resulted in :i PLO r^- 
udiaiion of terrorism outside 
Israeli-occupied territories. 

Mubarak also refused Liltyun 
exhortations to break diplomatic 
relations with IsiucI after an Isr- 
aeli air attack on the PLO hea- 
dquarters near Tunis last month. 

At the same time. Muharuk has 
strongly reinforced Egypt's com- 
mitment CO the 1979 Camp David 
accords that led to a separate 
peace treaty and the est- 
ablishment of relations with Isr- 
ael. 

He has also offered to resume 
talks with Israel over Taba, an 
Israeli-held strip of land in the 
Sinai peninsula which has been a 
source of friction, the officials 
added. ' 

“If you believe in the triangular 
relationship (between the United 
States. Israel and Egypt), as 1 do. 
then you see how important these 
moves are to our bilateral rel- 
ations." one official said. 












Young Libyans turn to politics

TRIPOLI — Every day at sunset,' 
young Libyan men converge on 
street comens or cruise around in 
cars.Th^.ha.vc nowhere to go for 
entertaiiuffeAt. 

There are no cinemas, theatres 
or amusement centres in Tripoli 
since Colonel Muammar .>adhafi 
launched a campaign in 1 973 to 
destroy all “imported IdeDlogies'' 
in a cultural revolution. 

He had already banned alcohol 
and closed nightclubs when he 
first toppled .the pro-western 
monarchy four years earlier. 

'adhafi plans to build new 
sports stadia to keep youngsters 
off the streets. In the meantime, 
politics fill the gap. 

With no leisure outlets, more 
and more young Libyans — men 
and women — are turning to rev- 
olutionary ideology as a means of 
expression. Tripoli-based- dip- 
lomaLs say. 

There is a research centre in 
Tr^li where young Lihyaas int- 


erpret .radhafTs "Third Universal 
Theory", embodied in his green 
book of religious andpolitical phi- 
losophy. 

Revolutionary themes have 
been put to lyrics and the inf- 
ormation bureau in Tripoli hands 
outiitaped cassettes pf pop-uytei^ . 
■ revolutionary.- 5ongs ..in English 
with titles sudi as “The Green 
March” and “Jamahiriya Girl.” 

Revolutionary slogans are eve- 
rywhere — on lamp posts, plant 
pots, ashtrays, even on the 
freshly-painted barricades outside 

•adhafi's headquarters at Bab £1 
Azizia barracks. 

The revolution brought Libya's 
two million people under a system 
of local people's committees rep- 
‘rasented in a 1 ,347-memher gen- 
eral people's congress. . the equ-.

Overseeing the process and 
ensuring that revolutionary 
dogma is strictly observed are the 
revolutionary committees, wat-

The committees have gradually

■adhafi. ■ ■ 

A Liliyan offic'idl says at least 
half a dozen secretaries '(min- 
istentj are expected to be voted 
out at the next annual .session of 
the congress in Februaty. He says 
they will probably he replaced Iw 
young ideologues. 

“These young people are really 
the products of the revolution. 
They are the children of the rev- 
olution who have now matured.” 
adds the official. 

Libyan women, while required 
to conform to an Islamic code of 
behaviour, are encouraged to par- 
tic^ate in the revolutionary sch- 
eme. Military training is com- 
pulsory for both .sexes. 

It is not unusual to see ve'iled 


women mingling with young girls 
in battle fatigues at public gat- 
herings. 

Libya's young p>eopIe have little 
contact with foreigaers in their 
own country. Soon after seizing^ 
power. .ladbafi ordered the con- 
ffetatibn of all land and properly ' 
owned by Italians in this former 
Italian colony. The Italians ran 
hotels, restaurants and shops in 
Libya. 

Unlike other countries on Afr- 
ica's Mediterranean coast, oil- 
producing Libya has had no tou- 
rist industry since the revolution. 

But that could diange as the oil 
glut bites. Dq^lomats say the Lib- 
yans are building a second five- 
star hotel in Tripoli and a tourist 
hotel is in final stages of com- 
pletion. 

There was no pressing eco- 
*nomic need to develop a tourist 
industry during the oil boom years 
but revenue from sales of crude 
are down to $9 billion from a peak 
of S22 billion in 1 980.

The same poetic spirit moved, 
one Shirazi to couch in met- 
aphysical idiom the government’s 
“war, war to victory”- slogan for 
the five-year-old conflict with 
Iraq. Sprayed onto a central park 
wall was the verse: “War. war 
untD we readi the alley of the fri- 
end (God) and meet him.” 

Professors say Shiraz Uni- 
versity. once internationally 
known, has cut down courses on 
Persian poets and literature to 
make way for Arabic and Islamic 
studies.

Chinese rule out sexy ads

PEKING — China has said it 
would hold its first intematiottal 
advertising congress but ruled out 
sex appeal as a selhng point in one 
of its festest growing industries. 

Ruan Jiageng. president of 
China International Advertising 
Corporation (QAC). told a press 
conference fee Third World adv- 
ertising congress would be held in 
Peking next June, to be attended* 
by more than 1. 000 foreign del-- 
eptes. 

Its purpose was to introduce 
Chinese advertising and. mar- 
keting to fee outside world and. 
ad^t fee latest foreign adv- 
ertising tedmiques to China and 
fee Third World, he said. 

“The advertising industry in 
China is grovring &ter than any 
other in fee world. It started from 
nothing in 1977 to. a turnover of 
more than 300 million yuan ($94 
million) last year,” 'he said. 

He said that.whQe the industry’s 
basic purpose was. as in the West, 
to tel! consumers of new products, 
China would strjetiy CDQtrol it. . 

“ We do not allow advertisers to 
‘ute sex appeal to selltheir goods.* 
' Weare more reserved fean people 
in the WesL We are very car^l 


what influence ads have on soc- 
iety," he said. 

All advertising was banned dur- 
ing the J 966-76 cultural rev- 
olution. but now advertisements 
— many of them from foreign 
firms — ' adorn the streets of 
China’s large cities and television 
carries up to 20 minutes of ads a 
day. 

The government annouced rec- 
ently a ti gh tening of oontroLs oni 
advertisiag by foreign firms, wbo> 
have said fee Peking city gov- 
ernment might order fee removal 
of some of their bills from busy 
city feoroughfores. 

The government said- no sla- 
nderous propaganda, obscenity 
and su p er sti tion were allowed in 
advertising and wording must not 
he harmful to national dignity nor 
pander to low tastes, 

A QAC official said good adv- 
ertising was one reason for fee 
great popularity of Japanese con- 
.spmer goods, whose billboards 
would Ite worst hit liy a removal 
order. 

“Some Japanese firms started 
advertisiiig in China before then- 
goods were available here. This 
was a for-sidted dedskm, whidi 
created in fee public mind a fov- 
ouiable attitude tovrardfeetr pro- 
ducts,” he wd.

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Iraqis storm past Syria 
on way to Mexico finals 


BAHRAIN (R) — Iraq beat Syria 3-1 Friday in the 
second leg of their World Cup qualifier in Taif, 
Saudi Arabia, ensuring the team of a place in next 
year’s Finals in Mexico. 


Iraq, whidi led 1 -0 at half-time 
after a scoreless draw in Damascus 
oa Nov. IS. is the 23rd team to 
reach the Finals. The last place* 
will be decided next Wednesday 
when Scotland defend a 2-0 lead 
a^inst Australia in Melbourne. 

The sky over Baghdad was 
laced with thousands of bright red 
tracer bullets as Iraqis blasted 
away with “happy fire"" to cel- 
ebrate the country's first chance to 
compete in the Finals. 

Friday’s game, before 25.000 
spectators, was played in Saudi 
Arabia instead of Baghdad. Iraq 


and Syria are political foes ruled 
by factions of the Ba’ath 
P^rty. Syria also supports Iran in 
its war with Iraq. 

The game, televised in English 
and Arabic to more than 40 cou- 
ntries. was in sharp contrast with 
the cautious play that cha- 
racterised the first leg in Dam- 
ascus.

Iraq, Kuwait sign gas accord 


OPEC to study all possible 
selling tactics, Subroto says 

JAKARTA (R) —The Organisation of Petroleum 
Ea^rthig Countries (OPEC) wilf discuss adoption 
of new selling tactics in the face of a fragile world oil 
maiicet at a meeting in Geneva next week, tfae 
group’s chairman said Friday. 


BAGHDAD (R) ^ Iraq ^gied 
an agreemeot uath I^ait Thu- 
rsday to supply the northern Gulf 
emirate with 4(X) mfliion cubic 
feet of natural gas daily, the Iraqi 
News Agency r^rted. 

Iraqi oil ministry officials said 
earlier the open-ended agreement 
was initially worth $500 miliion. 
Industiy sources said the natural 
gas supplies would start in oaid- 
1986. 

Despite sitting on some of the 
world's laigest oil reserves, Kuw- 
ait is short of natural gas for pdwer 
generation of other in^trial and 
oommerdal use. 

Kuwait's minister of electricity 
and water. Sheikh Mohammad A] 
Sayed Abdul Muhsen A1 Rifai. 
was quoted last week as saying the 
Iraqi gas would supply iqi to 40 
per cent of power utility needs 
from the state-owned Kuwait Nat- 
ional Petroleum Company. 

Industry sources said Kuwait 
recently tq^inted a firm to build 
a 1 OO-nlometre twin-pipeline, to 
carry assodated gas and con- 
densates. from tfae Rumaila oil 
field in southern Iraq. But they 
were unable to name the firm at 
this stage. 

Kuwait has g;is re^ve^veii of 36.5 
trillion cul'^ic feet, hut this cm only 


be pumped in assodation wife 
crude. 

Weak oil markets have forced 
Kuwait to slash crude output, and 
as a result associated ^ pro- 
duction has suffered too. 

Crude output at some 900.(XK) 
bands a day, is montng 65 per 
cent below p^ 1 979 levels, lim- 
iting associated gas production to 
around 450 million cubic feet a 
dty. 

The emirate is also studying 
long-range plans to pipe gas from 
other Gulf states suA as .<atar 
and theTInited Arab Emirates to 
meet its needs. 

Kdmit and Saudi Arabia are 
jointly developing an offshore ^ 
field stretching^ kilometres eit- 
her side of their common border, 
but the $250 million scheme Ls 
behind schedule due to a dispute 
over how to share the gas. 

Meanwhile. Iraq has recovered 
the oil production capacity it lost 
when the war with Iran started five 
years ara. Oil Minister assem 
Ahmad Taqi said. 

Mr. Taqi. speaking to Reuters 
after chairing a meeting of the 
Organisation of Arab Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OAPEC). 
.said capadty now sto^ at four 
milGon iiaiTels per day (h/d). 

“This was the same figure as our 


petroleum export c^>adiy before 
the war. but since the first day of 
the war production fedlities in 
southern Iraq have been out of 
Qitier.'^ he said. 

Iraq’s oil eiqMrts reached a low 
in l9U when Syria, vriiich sup- 
ports Iran in the Gulf war^ closed a 
pipeline carrying Iraqi oil througft 
Its territory.
